McMichael. “We have answered 
this question to ourselves many 
times at least. In our opinion we 
are sane, while 
everyone 
else 
around us is insane.” 
Continuing the minister 
de­ 
clared, -If you allow me the 
privilege of setting up the stand­ 
ards of sanity, “I can prove each 
one of you as being insane, be­ 
cause I will be the only one to 
measure up to my standards.” 
In this connection he 
stated 
that he could outline his stand­ 
ards for sanity, and if any per­ 
son fell below any requirement, 
then they could be classified as 
being of unsound mind. He re­ 
ferred to standards that he 
might set up, such as religion, 
politics and business, and if he 
believed in these views, and ev­ 
ery one else differed, then they 
would be classed as crazy. 
“But today things are not run 
that way,” the Rev. Mr. McMic­ 
hael declared.

The early reports of the annual Christmas 
Seal campaig n in Rush county, shows a lack of 
interest in buying the little one cent stickers, as 
the sales reported to datf are far short of the 
corresponding period last year. 
It is true that the people of Rush county are 
being overrun with requests for money here and 
there, but one should stop and consider the fact 
that there is no other org anization that keeps 
so much of the money here at home, as does the 
sale of these health stickers. 
This money is used in the i fig ht locally 
ag ainst tuberculosis.. If the g oal of $2,000 is at­ 
tained by the sale of these health stickers in 
Rush county, it will keep most of the money here 
in the county, and the plans call for a full time 
county health nurse, who would devote much at­ 
tention to the fig ht ag ainst the disease. 
Rush county must not slacken their g iving 
at this time. The people should buy liberally of 
these stamps, and assist larg ely in the iig ht that 
is being wag ed, not only here 
at lfl)me, but 
throug hout the country. 
For example, how many of us realize that— 
2,297 Indiana persons died of tuberculosis in 
1927 ? 
There are over 20,000 people in Indiana to­ 
day who have tuberculosis in active form? 
Of this 20,000, approximately 12,000 are be­ 
tween the ag es of 15 and 40—in the years of 
g reatest productive effort? 
Tuberculosis kills more young people be­ 
tween 20 and 40 years than heart disease, can­ 
cer and pneumonia combined? 
Tuberculosis is communicable, not an heredi­ 
tary disease? 
No home is safe from tuberculosis until all 
homes are safe? 
Such facts as the above are of deep mean­ 
ing to every home in Rush county. It is g ood 
to know that the Indiana Tuberculosis Associa­ 
tion, associated in 
this g reat health strug g le 
with 92 county associations in the state, is wag ­ 
ing a winning fig ht.

ANOTHER LAW IS PLANNED 
Automobile accidents have been increasing 
at the rate of 2,000 a year and in some quarters 
there has been active ag itation to compel, by 
law, the examination of the vision of every driv­ 
er of an automobile. 
The results that mig ht be obtained from 
such leg islation are doubtful. 
Those who are 
sponsoring laws in each state, of this character, 
admit that in five states where the eyesig ht of 
applicants for drivers’ licenses are tested, the 
methods used in enforcing and interpreting the 
laws make them ineffective. 
If this is the result of such leg islation in 
five states, what assurance is there that it would 
not be the same in every other state? 
Drivers of automobiles are already surround­ 
ed with such a multiplicity of laws that they are 
never quite sure, when they leave home, how 
many statutes will be broken before they re­ 
turn. 
Every law tacks on a few fees, all of which 
increases the expense of operating an automo­ 
bile, and one requiring a vision test for drivers 
would be no exception in this respect. 
Every law-abiding automobile driver 
wel­ 
comes laws that will curb speeding , prevent op­ 
eration of machines by intoxicated people and 
keep down to the minimum practices that en­ 
dang er the lives of others, but laws of doubtful 
value are harmful because they increase the dis­ 
respect for all law.

MOTHER OF TEN, FOUND 
GUILTY OF VIOLATION 


Lansing, Mich., Dec. 13—(/P)— 
Michigan’s moot law which com­ 
mands life imprisonment for a 
person four times convicted of 
felony had fastened its fingers 
for the first time today upon a 
woman. 
A jury of 10 men and two wo­ 
men y esterday 
convicted Mrs. 
Etna Mae Miller of selling liquor, 
it being her fourth conviction 
on a felony charge. The verdihc 
was returned in the courtroom 
of Judge Charles B. Collingwood, 
the same judge who heard the 
trial of 5Jem Palm, first person 
to be sentenced under the law. 
The Palm case attracted 
wide 
attention when the defense con­ 
tended that Palm was "given life 
for having a pint of gin.” 
Mrs. Miller, 48 y ears old, is the 
mother of 10 children, four of 
whom are living. Of these four, 
she ^testified, she was the sole 
support. Her husband already is 
serving a penitentiary sentence 
for prohibition law violation. 
An appeal which may bring to 
a test a disputed point in the 
habitual criminal clause of the 
criminal code will be filed by 
state Senator Sey mour Person, 
attorney for Mrs. Miller, he an­ 
nounced. Person was undecided 
today whether the appeal would 
be from the conviction itself or 
would contend that the habitual 
criminal clause shoufd not be 
retroactive.

'convictions were prior to enact­ 
ment of the present code in 
1927.

PE A C H TREE G U A R D E D T R E A SU R E 


James E. M arkham, Illinois farmer, standing guard over peach 
tree he sold to a St. Louis Mo., nursery after experimenting five 
years to develop a normal fruit with a dwarfed seed. 
He 
was paid $ 2,500 for the tree. 


Fairfield, 111.—(JP)—Jam es 
E. 
M arkham worked five years 
to 
produce a peach tha t would be 
of normal size but have a very 
small seed. His efforts so dis­ 
couraged him that six m onths 
ago he decided to sell his farm. 
There was no buyer, so he went 
back to his experiment. 
One day he found a tree full 
of peaches tha t in m aturing had 
turned a vivid red color. He cut 
into some of the fruit and dis­ 
covered the seeds were no larger 
than those of plums. 
A sample of the new 
peach 
was sent to a St. Louis Mo., n ur­ 
sery, with a penciled note of ex­ 
planation. The next day an exe­ 
cutive of the nursey was at his 
farm and within a few hours 
had purchased the tree for $ 2,- 
500. A steel 
cage 
was built 
around the tree until its buds 
could be stripped away. It cost 
$ 1,000 to build the cage, 
and 
M arkham mounted guard 
for 
his customer. 
Five bushels 
of 
fruit 
were 
taken 
from 
the 
tree. 
The 


peaches 
were 
slightly 
larger 
than the typical Illinois peach. 
Nothing has been revealed con­ 
cerning the development of the 
4 M arkham peach,” as it is to be 
known, except tha t It is the re­ 
sult of a long process of serum 
treatm ent, 
pollenization, 
and 
grafting. It ripens two 
weeks 
later than the Hale variety.

against tuberculosis.. If the goal of $2,000 is at- 
tained by the sale of these health stickers in 
Rush county, it will keep most of the money here 
in the county, and the plans call for a full time 
county health nurse, who would devote much at- 
tention to the fight against the disease. 


Rush county must not slacken their giving 


at this time. The people should buy liberally of 
these stamps, and assist largely in the fight that 
is being waged, not only here at 
Ifcme, but 


throughout the country.

2,297 Indiana persons died of tuberculosis in 


1927? 


There are over 20,000 people in Indiana to- 


day who have tuberculosis in active form?
